Sort Council of America 
I MICA) expressed its oppo¬ 
sition to all forms of import 
restrictions. 

MICA chairninii VVillimn 
O'Reilly told the panel, 
"We believe Hint U.S. 
import restrictions serve no 
useful purpose nnd in fact 
the quota law has had u 
negative effect on condi¬ 
tions of competition in U.S. 
markets for cattle meat fit 
[or human consumption. If 
import restrictions were 
lifted, itis my opinion that it 
aould have a favorable ef¬ 
fect in terms of established 
sorld prices and might even 
prevent the drastic price in¬ 
creases and decreases re¬ 
ferred to during the course 
oithese hearings.'' 

O'Reilly said rather than 
pitting domestic against 
foreign meat producers, the 
meat industry should join in 
promoting a better Image

for nil beef products. 

Emphasizing recent con¬ 
sumer trends and fast food 
chains preference for leaner 
beef, MICA vice chairman 
John Ward explained the 
need for imported beef. He 
said. "Lean meat with a 10- 
16% fat content can only be 
obtained from grass fed cat¬ 
tle. The economics of pro¬ 
ducing grass fed beef in this 
country nru such that it is no 
longer a pnying proposi¬ 
tion." 

Speaking for the Mexican 
National Confederation of 
Livestock Producers, Hilar- 
io Gabilondo said, “I have 
the greatest empathy for 
any difficulty our fellow 
cattlemen north of the bor¬ 
der may be suffering. 
However, it is our firm con¬ 
viction that imports of cattle 
and beef in general and 
Mexican cattle nnd beef in 
particular, are not responsi¬ 
ble for any of this difficul¬ 
ty.” 

Gabilondo told the panel 
"imported beef is not dir¬ 
ectly competitive with U.S. 


beef. The two products nre 
complementary in nature." 
He warned that if the U.S. 
imposed trade barriers 
more restrictive than those 
currently imposed on Mexi¬ 
can exports of live cattle and 
beef, ‘ ‘there is a clear dan¬ 
ger of depressing the Mexi¬ 
can cattle imdustry." 

Representatives of New 
Zealand and Australian 
meat producers did not 
make any formal state¬ 
ments, as they already are 
on record opposing pro¬ 
posed meat import law 
amendments. 

Attorney for New Zea¬ 
land's meat producers Ed¬ 
ward Farrell, told Western 
Livestock Journal his group 
opposes labeling require¬ 
ments for foreign meats and 
believes meat inspection in 
New Zealand "is every bit 
as good or belter than in the 
U.S.” 

Notional Assn, of Ameri¬ 
can Meat Promoters (NAA- 
MP) president Francis Veal 
summarized his group's 
proposal. NAAMP is one of 


the forerunners in lobbying 
for new meat import laws. 
They want the quota 
formula to be changed so 
when domestic production 
increases the import quota 
decreases—the opposite of 
the existing law. 

They feel all meat, 
including that entering 
through foreign trade 
zones, should be included in 


the quota and a separate 
quota should be established 
for livestock. 

NAAMP suggested that 
the President not be allowed 
to suspend meat import 
quotas, or if that power is 
not taken away, at least 
lower the quota trigger level 
to 105% down from 110 %. 
They also fuel foreign meat 
should be labeled at the re¬ 


tail level. 

USITC will release a final 
report on its recommenda¬ 
tions based on the past two 
days of hearings. However, 
any change in live meat 
import law will require 
legislative action.

“The question is still 
open, but unless there is 
same strong overwhelming 
evidence for allowing gra¬ 
zing, wo will tend to not 
allow it,” Bergiand said. 

The wheat program sign 
up cutoff date will be in the 
spring or early summer, 
Rerglnnd said, so farmers 
who intend to comply 
should probably plan this 
winter not to graze the 
wheat land they intend to 
set-aside. He pointed out in 
some instances the issue 
will be left to the discretion 
of slate and county 
Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation Service 
personnel “under strict 
guidelines." 


USD A expects 30-90% of 
farmers will participate in 
the set-aside program, and 
Bergiand estimated produc¬ 
tion will be cut 10-16% from 
what it otherwise would 
have been. He said the 
discrepancy between his 
estimate of production 
decline and the widely 
circulated 8 % drop forecast 
by USDA’s director of 
economics Howard Hjort is 
only “fine tuning" estim¬ 
ates taken from USDA 
studies. 

He said USDA endorses 
placing the poorest land in 
the wheat set-aside because 
some of the land which was 
planted to wheat when 
prices rose four or five years 
ago will go back to grass or a 
conservation use.

aflatoxin poisoning of 
southeast U.S. corn. USDA 
now is studying the prob¬ 
lem. The department is also 
looking into reports of corn 
borer damage in the 
Midwest, he said. 

The second determining 
factor will be the extent of 
the deterioration in quality 
of the Canadian wheat crop, 
which if significantly hurt, 
may find its way into live¬ 
stock feed markets, Berg¬ 
iand said.

He said slightly higher 
expected beef and fish 
prices likely will be offset by 
lower pork and poultry 
prices. 

According to Hjorl, total 
meat prices in 1978 likely 
will average some - 1 - 6 % 
above a year earlier, with 
dairy prices averaging 
somewhat higher. He snicl 
in the current excess supply 
situation most crop related 
price increases will he due 
to increased marketing 
(barges.

Hjorl added that increased 
pork and broiler production 
will likely oflsel declines in 
beef proilnclion and should 
moderate price pressure on 
livestock. 

In 1978, rising cost of 
processing and marketing 
foods probably will account 
for most of the expected 
increase in food prices while 
returns to farmers for U.S. 
food products and average 
prices for imported foods 
will remain near 1977 
levels. Hjorl said. 

He said inflationary pres¬ 
sures of increased wnges in 
the agricultural sector will 
be a fnctor in continued 
upward pressures on food 
prices. He said the average 
increase in grocery store 
prices for uii of 1978 likely 
will nveroge 3-8 % above 
1977. 

According to Hjort. world 
production of wheat, coarse 
grains and rough rice for 
1977-78 now is estimated at 
l.-l billion tons, just below 
Inst year's record. Hut with 
larger carry-in slocks, he 
said total world grain 
availability for the current 
marketing year should 


reach a record high, about 
--3‘-o largerthan a yearear- 
lier. Hjorl said with only 
modest growth in 1977-78 
world grain consumption, 
the grain stocks increase is 
expected to be concentrated 
in a few nations, with the 
U .S.. USSR and Canada 
accounting for almost all of 
the increase. 

Hjort referred to U.S. 
crop production, which he 
noted was very large this 
year. He said rice produc¬ 
tion, which accounts for less 
than 2% nf total U.S. grain 
production, may drop about 
14% as both area and yields 
will decrease. 

He said U.S. food use of 
wheat likely will increase 
some as favorable price re¬ 
lationships this past sum¬ 
mer between wheat and 
feedgrnius have boosted 
feed use of wheat. Hjort 
said expansion in livestock 
feeding will result in higher 
consumption of feedgrains 
in 1977-78. However, he 
said the domestic consump¬ 
tion increase will not offset 
increased production and 
lower exports and U.S. 
grain slocks will continue to 
build, with most of tlw* 
increase in coarse grains. 


Hjort said the tight world 
supply situation in the oil¬ 
seeds complex should ease 
in 1977-78 as oilseed 
production increases. He 
■said U.S. soybean produc¬ 
tion is expected to increase 
30%, totaling nearly 45 
million tons. Also. Hjorl 
said gains in Brazilian soy¬ 
bean production to 13.2 
million tons and Argentine 
soybean production to 1.8 
million tons are expected 
this year. 

According to Hjort, lower 
feed costs reflecting large 
grain supplies are encour¬ 
aging livestock producers to 
increase feeding activities; 
therefore, the number of 
cattle placed on feed this fall 
and winter likely will be lar¬ 
ger than a year earlier. 
Hjnrt said the feeder cattle 
supply is adequate to 
support large placements in 
1978. 

Fed beef production in 
1978 is expected to he some¬ 
what larger than in 1977, 
but slaughter of cows ami 
young animals directly off 
grass likely will decline 
enough to make total beef 
output decrease, Hjnrt said. 

He emphasized the im¬ 
port mice of weather in 


determining 1978 heel 
production, pointing out 
that poor conditions would 
fnree cattlemen to continue 
liquidation of herds and 
would temporarily boost 
hoef production until cattle 
numhers were brought into 
hnlunce with forage sup¬ 
plies. Then hoof production 
would fall off rather sharply 
when pastures improved, 
Hjort said. 

Hjort said this winter's 
pork production likely will 
be substantially larger than 
it was last winter, with 
continued increases expec¬ 
ted throughout all of 1978. 

He said broiler producers 
also are increasing output, 
with this year's moderute 
gains likely to be repented 
in 1978. He said total 
domestic production of red 
meat, poultry meat and fish 
is holding rather steady in 


J977. with little change 
likely next year. Hjorl said 
increased production of fed 
beef, pork and broilers like¬ 
ly will offset declines in non- 
frd beef, veul and lamb. 

According to Hjort. milk 
production also is expected 
to remain at n high level in 
1978. He said with total live¬ 
stock and products output in 
1978 expected bo about 
the same as this year, retail 
prices are likely to rise 
moderately, with moat 
product prices averaging 
3-5% above 1977 and dairy 
product prices also some¬ 
what higher than in 1977.

With the advent of the 
fast food chains, hamburger 
has become a multi-billion . 
pound business. On the 
average, six to seven head 
of cattle are used per res¬ 
taurant per week. Faster 
says. 

Because hamburger is a 
major commodity, quite 
separate from carcass beef, 
the demands of fast fond 
chains have stimulated 
some to conjecture about 
tho development of n new 
type of beef cattle. 

This animal would have to 
meet the rather- strict re¬ 
quirements for beef set by 
the fast food chains. They 
use only boef that is less 
than 20 % fat and made from 
a blend of lean boneless car¬ 
cass beef and fat from 
choice grade, the specialist 
says.

Thus, he said, the 
appointment of n consumer 
advocate such ns Carol 
Foreman to assistant secre¬ 
tary of agriculture is "the 
ultimate insult to formers.“ 
Further denouncing gov¬ 


ernment involvement in the 
market, Butz predicted the 
wheat set-aside program 
will by largely ineffective, 
That is why there was no 
market reaction when the 
set-aside was announced, 
Butz said, because traders 
understood farmers will 
somehow avoid tho require¬ 
ments nf the program. 

Furthermore, he said 
price supports attendant to 
the set-aside have dimin¬ 
ished world demand for 
U.S. grain.

Cattlemen, beginning to see a little black ink on the 
bottom line, have made a move against beef importa, 
hoping to stay in the black. They blamed the imports for g 
some of their former losses. They appealed to the Inter- p 
notional Trade Commission through tho National Cattle- q 
men's Assn, for legislation to correct “inequities" in the E 
1964 Meat Import Act. According to the cattlemen, quotas g 
can be increased under the act when domestic supplies rise, c 
and lowered when domestic supplies fall. They aaid they c 
think it should be reversed. f 

In addition, there was a slight noticeable increase in ex- 
l>orts to Canada. According to a representative of the NCA, 

Montana ranchers, who hadn't seen 840 live prices for a 
longtime, found Canadian demand for tasty American beef 
so strong that Canadians paid the new top figures. They did 
this despite the fact their currency was at a 7% discount to 
the U.S. dollar. This made the coat of the Montana beef $42 
to £43 in Canadian funds.
